And  those  as 
sociatcd  with  him  in  the  management 
of  the  bank  will  never  forget  his  -ur- 
banity and  his  faithfulness. 

As  a  dliien,  Mr.  Bates  took  an  ac- 
tive interest  in  embellishing  and  beau- 
tifying.the  town,  in  setting  out  shade 
trees  by  the  sides  of  the  streets,  and 
on  the  common.  The  cemetery  was 
for  many  years  an  object  of  especial 
interest  to  him,  and  he  spent  much 
time  and  pains  in  making  it  beautiful 
ind 
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Obituary. 

In  the  death  of  Mr.  Levi  N.  Bales 

e  town  of  Cohasset  has  lost  one  of 
best  citizens  and  one  of  its  most 
trustworthy  and  puhlic  .spirited  men. 
From  his  sterling  integrity,  tine  natural 
endowments,  careful  culture,  his  re- 
fined tas'es,  and  his  great  practical 
ability,  joined  with  extreme  modesly 
and  self-distrust,  he  is  worthy  of  more 
than  a  passing  notice. 

In  his  boyhood  he  was  fitted  for 
college  at  the  Leicester  Academy,  and 
intended  to  have  obtained  a  collegiate 
education ;  but,  in  consequence  of  the 
death  of  his  father  his  hopes  were 
disappointed,  and  he  came  home  and 
took  charge  of  the  store  and  the  busi- 
ness which  his  father  left.  For  many 
years  he  continued  in  this  occupation. 
Although  hs  had  failed  in  acquiring  a 
collegiate  education  he  did  not  lose 
his  love  for  learning  nor  relinquish 
his  endeavors  for  literary  culture.  He 
continued,  to  some  extent,  his  classi- 
cal studies,  and  read  in  Latin  some  of 
the  best  classical  literature.  But  he 
specially  delighted  in  tbe  study  of 
modern  languages.  He  was  an  en- 
thusiastic lover  of  French,  and  in  the 
study,  the  reading,  the  hearing  and 
pronouncing  of  that  language  he  found 

er  new  delight. 

Fifty  years  ago  he  corresponded  in 
that  language  with  a  friend  in  Har- 
college,  Thomas  Allen  Rich,  and 
of  his  last  literary  occupations 
before  bis  last  sickness,  was  to  teach 
:he  language  to  some  young  ladies. 
Indeed  through  all  these  fifty  years  he 
constantly  trying  to  pcrfec*.  him- 
in  the  language,  studying  the 
niceties  of  grammar  and  of  expres- 
and  trying  to  discov 
the  peculiarities  and  changes 
ibe  best  Parisian  pronuncU- 
For  this  purpose  he  fre- 
quently took  lessons  of  the  best 
French  teachers,  attending  lectures, 
readings,  plays  especially  when  Mad- 
Rachel  was  in  Boston ;  and  all 
lew  knowledge  he  could  obtain  he 
rejoiced  to  impart  to  the  schools  which 
iled,  and  the  successive  clas-es 
of  \oung  men  and  maidens  whom  he 
rejoiced  to  teach  gratuitously  and 
bom  he  did  much  to  (rain  in  the  Ian 
guage  and  to  inspire  with  a  love  of 
learning.  He  also  studied  and  be 
came  familiar  with  the  Spanish  and 
Portuguese  languages ,-  and  had  a 
siderable  acquaintance  with  the 
Italian. 

He  wrote  md  spoke  the  vernacular 
tongue  with  great  purity,  correctness 
and  accuracy,  and  when  called  upon 
make  any  slate  me.it  or  speech  in 
public-which  his  diffidence  seldom 
permitted  him  to  do— one  was  im 
pressed  with  the  clearness,  terseness, 
and  appropriateness  of  his  utterance. 

Me  also  had  a  taste  for  verse,  mrotc 
translations  in  verse,  of  much  merit, 
from  French  plays.  Mr.  Hates  rud  a 
keen  sense  and  appr  eci-tt  on  of  th 
beautiful  both  in  nature  and 
beautiful  picture,  or  landscajie,  or  face 
gave  him  great  pleasure.

his  home,  the  love  and  affectionate 
of  his  family,  and  in  the  society 
of  his  connections  snd  friends  whom 
ready  to  help  wilh  his 
sympathy  and  services,  he  found  con- 
stant  satisfaction  and     joy.  He 
sorrowed  deeply  when  his  loved  ones 
were  taken  from  him,  yet  he  bore  his 
losses  with  Christisn  patience  and  res- 
ily  clung  with  deeper 
and  tenderer  affection  to  those  who 
were  left  to  him,  who  found  joy  in  an- 
ticipating his  wants.and  in  ministering 
his  increasing  infirmity  with 
loving  care. 

He  kept  bis  heart  ever  fresh  and 
young,  preserved  his  relish  lor  social 
amusements  and  entered  heartily  into 
ill  innocent  pleasures  and  recreations. 

While  he  loved  life  and  found  ever 
new  satisfaction  in  it,  living  as  he  did 
for  the  beautiful,  the  good,  and  the 
true,  he  bad  no  fear  of  the  future,  and 
at  last,  in  the  full  maturity  of  his 
powers,  passed  away  without  the  slight- 
est consciousness  of  pain  or  suffering, 
to  the  higher  life.

M  r.  Joshua  Bates,  a  venerable  citi- 
zen of  Natick,  died  recently,  at  the 
age  of  90  years.  He  was  born  in 
'Beechwoods,"  Cohasset,  Dec.  6,  1793, 
and  was  the  son  of  Joshua  Ba'.cs  by 
Hannah  his  second  wife,  and  in  early 
life  followed  the  sea.  In  1817  he 
igrated  to  Vermont  and  took  up  a  tract 
of  wiid  land  in  the  county  of  Windsor. 
He  remained  there  until  the  tide  of 
•  migration  set  westward,  and  then 
with  orhers  removed  to  Ohio,  where 
he  remained  many  years,  and  then  se- 
lected Naiick  as  the  place  to  pass  .the 
emainder  of  his  days.  Mr.  Bates  was 
ied  and  leaves  a  widow  and 
lour  children.

Test  ton  Gold.— A  remarkably  dell- 
rate  test  for  gold  has  been  discovered  by 
M.  Kern.  The  gold  Is  flrst  separatoal 
from  foreign  metals,  and  next  converted 
by  means  of  sodium  chloride  into  sodio- 
gold  chloride,  and  the  solution  ia  th-n 
concentrated  by  evaporation.  In  ordei 
to  detect  gold,  an  aqoeona  solution  of 
potassium  sulphocyanide  ia  need,  con- 
taining for  one  part  of  tbe  salts  abont 
fifteen  to  twenty  parte  water.  About 
ninety-two  grains  of  this  solution  are 
poured  into  a  test  tube,  and  some  drops 
of  the  concentrated  solution,  obtained 
by  treating  the  sample  aa  above  indi- 
cated, are  added,  if  gold  la  present,  a 
red  orange  tnrbidity  ia  the  immediate 
result,  which  soon  falls  into  the  form  of 
a  precipitate!  on  gently  heating  tbe  con- 
tenta  of  the  test  tube,  the  precipitate 
dissolves  and  tbe  solution  turns  colorless. 
The  reagent  is  so  dedicate,  that  one  drop 
of  a  eolation  of  aodio-gold  chloride— 
Dfteen  grains  of  the  salt  dissolved  in 
COO  gralna  of  water— gives  a  very  clear
